GB representative in the wom¬ 
en’s trampolining, which is 
staged at the North Greenwich 
Arena - the non-branded name 
for the 02 Arena. 

In the test event staged ear¬ 
lier this year, the trampolinist, 
came fourth, fuelling hopes she 
could snatch a medal. 

Speaking after watching the 


men’s gymnastic team clinch a 
bronze on Monday, she said: 
“It makes you believe you can 
win a medal because they 
weren’t expected to but they 
still went out, stood up and 
they delivered. 

“It makes it feel a little more 
real and that the possibilities 
are there. 

“You just need to go out and 
grab them. ” 

Currently ranked 20th in the 
world, she first fell in love with 
the sport aged just six when 


she tried it at a summer camp. 

After joining the Lords wood 
Leapers at Lords wood Leisure 
Centre and then the Gilling¬ 
ham Jumpers, the former Ro¬ 
chester Grammar School pupil 
honed the skills which would 
put her on the path to com- 
petiting for gold just miles from 
where she grew up. 

She added: “I’m pretty confi¬ 
dent in my performance in 
trampolining but I know there 
are gymnasts out there better 
than me. 


“I just want to qualify for the 
final first of all. I want to go out 
and deliver two solid routines 
in the preliminaries, make the 
top eight, and then it goes back 
to zero and everyone starts on 
a clean sheet. 

“I need to concentrate on 
myself, deliver a routine and 
see where it puts me. 

“Realistically, I’m looking at 
making the final. 

“A British girl has never 
reached the final in the event 
at the Olympic Games so that 


is the first goal I am aiming 
to achieve. 

“I just want to feel confident 
and know when I finish my 
routine I am happy and proud 
with how I performed.” 

Kat secured her Olympic 
berth after reaching the final of 
the World Championships in 
Birmingham at the end of last 
year, eventually finishing sev¬ 
enth. 

Her family still live in Wal- 
derslade, while Kat is now 
based in County Durham.

Future looks bright as 
council approves plans 
for Chatham Waters 
£650m redevelopment

AMBITIOUS plans to transform 
part of the docks into a major 
residential and entertainment 
hub have been given the green 
light by councillors - paving 
the way for potentially thou¬ 
sands of new jobs. 

The Chatham Waters plans, 
submitted by Peel Land & 
Property, were approved by 
planning chiefs on Wednesday 
night in a vote which saw 12 in 
favour and three against. 

The plans include a super¬ 
market, up to 950 apartments, 
student accommodation, hotels, 
education facilities, a number 
of shops and designated open 
spaces. 

Those behind the Chatham 
Waters proposals believe the 


£650 million scheme could 
bring in as many as 3,500 jobs 
to the towns. 

The plans had already been 
backed by the authority in 
May, but a final decision had to 
be put back due to changes in 
planning law. 

As part of the development 
agreement, 2 5 per cent of prop¬ 
erties built in the area has to be 
affordable housing. 

Peel Land & Property devel¬ 
opment director James Whit¬ 
taker said: “It will regenerate 
and breathe new life into a sig¬ 
nificant area of the dockland 
and give the region a real eco¬ 
nomic boost. We hope to start 
building on the site next year.” 

Some objections were raised 
by opponents, including local 
business owners who are con¬ 
cerned that the introduction of 


a new commercial area will 
have a negative effect on near¬ 
by high streets.

approval was given, Medway 
Labour leader Vince Maple 
said: “These plans could create 
up to 3,500 jobs, which would 
give a real boost for Medway. 

“At the same time, we want 
to protect Medway’s existing 
businesses and preserve our 
high streets, so we intend to 
monitor developments to help 
ensure this project is mutually 
beneficial for all of Medway.” 

Gills’ fans also registered 
issues with the plan after chair¬ 
man Paul Scally suggested the 


area was the only site in the 
towns for their bid to move 
from Priestfield. 

Mr Scally has previously said 
the football club may be forced 
to look at sites outside of the 
area if the Chatham Waters 
proposals got the go ahead. 

However, a consultation car¬ 
ried out by Peel Land & Prop¬ 
erty showed 90 per cent of 
those surveyed backed the 
scheme, with 95 per cent of 
people believing it would give 
the local area a boost.

PETS 


Spiders, pythons and a pint 
in lesson on exotic pet peril

SNAKES, bearded dragons and 
monitors are not what you 
would expect to find when you 
pop to your local for a pint on a 
Saturday afternoon. 

But for punters at The Barge 
pub in Gillingham tomorrow 
(Saturday) that’s exactly what 
they’ll find at a special event 
organised by South East Exotic 
Pet Rescue (SEEPR). 

Run by a team of dedicated 
volunteers, the organisation is 
hosting an awareness day to 
educate people about responsi¬ 
ble ownership and the need to 
do research before taking on 
exotic pets. 

It will also help to raise 
much-needed funds for the 
centre, which carries out thou¬ 
sands of rescues every year. 

Matt Lacey, who runs SEEPR 
from his home in Ashford, said 
it was crucial people knew 
what they were taking on 
when choosing an unusual 
animal for a pet. 

Earlier this year, the group 
was seeing up to 20 call-outs a 
day as inexperienced owners 
struggled to cope. 

“People don’t always know 
what they’re taking on and so 



we end up seeing a lot of 
dumped and sick animals,” he 
said. “I’ve just had a 17ft py¬ 
thon dumped on my doorstep 
and I’ve got 40-50 animals in¬ 
doors in my house at the mo¬ 
ment. There are so many.” 

He said Saturday’s event was 
all about showing people what 
it takes to look after such a pet. 

“The idea is to raise aware¬ 
ness that people need to do re¬ 
search before they get an exotic 
animal, ” he said. 

Mr Lacey said while reptiles 
made good pets, too many peo¬ 
ple were failing to carry out the 
essential research. He also 
stressed the need to buy from 
reputable reptile shops instead 



of garden centres or online 
through Facebook or Preloved. 

“People don’t realise how big 
some of the animals get and 
then dump them,” he added. 

“SEEPR rescue thousands of 
animals each year, from own¬ 
ers who can no longer cope 
with the high demands of an 
exotic pet.” 

He said he had seen tragic 
cases where reptiles had suf¬ 
fered severe burns due to own¬ 
ers failing to put guards on 
lights in enclosures, people us¬ 
ing the wrong humidity levels 
in tanks causing respiratory 
problems and snakes being 
dumped when they get too big. 

Mr Lacey added: “Some spe¬ 
cies live 30 years, some even 
longer, so it’s a long term com¬ 
mitment.” 

At Saturday’s event, which 
runs from 2-6pm, there will be 
large snakes of up to 18ft, 5ft 
giant lizards and other unusual 
animals. Owners are invited to 
bring their own exotic pets 
along too. 

Mr Lacey said recent rescues

MEP joins chorus fighting to stop 
homes devastating birds’ habitat 


A EURO MP has waded into the row over the en¬ 
vironmental impact of a 5,000-home scheme on 
Hoo - backing a wildlife group's battle to protect 
the nightingale. 

The bird breed is a popular 
visitor to the peninsula which is 
ear marked for the Lodge 
Hill scheme. 

As reported last month in 
YourMedway, the RSPB has 
warned such development 
threatens the birds nesting near 
the site. It says nightingales - 
famous for their song - have 
already seen numbers dip by 60 
per cent aross the UK between 
1995 and 2009. 

Now Catherine Bearder, a Lib Dem Euro MP 
for Kent, has called on Medway Council to make 
sure it works with the RSPB to find a solution. 


She said: "I understand the desperate need for 
new homes, but we must not let this cloud our 
judgement when it comes to protecting 
biodiversity. The decline in 
nightingales is a concern and, 
given the wider pressure on the 
species, the site warrants national 
protection rather than loss to 
development." 

Chattenden Woods next to the 
site has already been declared a 
Site of Special Scientific Interest 
(SSSI) because of its array of flora, 
butterlies and birds, including 
nightingales. 

The MEP added: "The nightin¬ 
gale population on the Hoo 
Peninsula presents a fantastic opportunity to 
promote the understanding, conservation and 
enjoyment of an iconic bird."

GILLINGHAM chiefs are nerv¬ 
ously awaiting the implications 
of the Mark McCammon tribu¬ 
nal as the club’s legal advisors 
hold talks with chairman Paul 
Scally over potentially appeal¬ 
ing the decision. 

The League Two club said 
they were left “staggered” after 
last Friday’s ruling found in fa¬ 
vour of the Barbados interna¬ 
tional that he had been racially 
victimised by the club. 

It is not known what the full 
ramifications will be - poten¬ 
tially in relation to any possible 
punishment handed down by 
the football authorities, or from 
sponsors who will have been 
left uncomfortable at the dam¬ 
aging publicity generated as a 
result of the case. 

A number of the main com¬ 
mercial supporters - including 
main sponsor MEMS Power 
Generation and MidKent Col¬ 
lege - were this week keeping 
tight-lipped over the case. 

The Football Association 
(FA), which is on a high profile 
anti-racism crusade, told us it 
“has monitored the case and 
noted the decision of the em¬ 
ployment tribunal”. 

It remains to be seen if any 
action is taken. 

However, it will be hugely 
embarrassing to the club given 


the sensitivity to race issues 
within football. 

Only last month former Eng¬ 
land skipper John Terry was 
cleared of racially abusing An¬ 
ton Ferdinand during a Pre¬ 
mier League match, while last 
season was dogged by Liver¬ 
pool’s Luis Suarez and a very 
public row with Manchester 
United’s Patrice Evra. 

Mark McCammon, 33, has 
said he now wants to move on 
from the trial and get on with 
the rest of his life. 

His lawyer Sim Owolabi said 
after the hearing: “Mr McCam¬ 
mon is relieved he has been af¬ 
forded the opportunity to put 
forward the truth about the ex¬ 
perience he suffered at the 
hands of his former employers. 

“He is pleased the employ¬ 
ment tribunal has found in his 
favour and feels the judgement 
makes clear that his dismissal 
was not only unfair but an act 
of race victimisation. 

“Mr McCammon hopes his 
success will make other players 
feel free to raise legitimate com¬ 
plaints of discrimination and 
not suffer the traumatic treat¬ 
ment he has for doing so.” 

During the case he said he 
was not offered the same 
level of medical treatment, and 
that the club treated black 
players differently to their 
white team-mates. 

Chairperson of football’s 


equality campaign group Kick 
it Out said the case was a “land¬ 
mark ruling” and will encour¬ 
age other victims to speak out. 

Lord Herman Ouseley said: 
“It will inevitably have impli¬ 
cations for all clubs about the 
way they treat people and do 
not discriminate against them 
on the grounds of race, colour, 
ethnicity or anything else.” 

A club statement read: “This 
case is the first of its kind to be 
brought against the club in its 
entire history, a history that 
has seen the club employ many 
thousands of staff of various 
race, religion and creed, none 
of whom have ever felt the need 
to bring such a claim. 

“Given the nature of this 
case, and the findings, we will 
discuss the judgement with our

Protestors warn: We need to stop the airport 
proposals now or threat will never go away

THE idea of a Thames Estuary airport is not a 
new one. 

Looking back over the last decade, the site has 
been outlined several times as a possible solution 
to the south east’s growing aviation needs. 

And taking it back even further, the north 
Kent coast has been the focus for airport plans 
since as early as 1943. 

It’s likely that even if the latest ambitious pro¬ 
posals, one by architect Lord Foster on Grain and 
the other by London Mayor Boris Johnson on re¬ 
claimed land in the estuary, are scrapped, the 
plan will be back on the table before campaign¬ 
ers have time to pack away their placards. 

Anti-airport protesters quite rightly state that 
unless a viable alternative is put forward, plans 
for an estuary airport near or even on the north 
Kent coast will never go away. 

But it’s whether any of the proposed alterna¬ 
tives will convince the Government they can de¬ 
liver what is necessary to solve the nation’s ca¬ 
pacity problems, and within a reasonable 
timescale too. 

In its discussion document Bold Steps for Avi¬ 
ation, Kent County Council stressed action must 
be taken to meet increasing capacity demands. 

“Adjusting schedules and changing flight slots 
will not solve Heathrow’s lack of capacity but 
neither will building a new multi-runway hub 
airport in the Thames Estuary which cannot be 
delivered in time to stop the UK’s continued slide 
against its competitors,” a spokesman said. 

“The UK needs to be able to connect with 
emerging markets now and the quickest way of 
addressing this is to build on our current avia¬ 
tion infrastructure. No action is not an option.” 

This was echoed in a report by consultants 
Parsons Brinckerhoff Ltd for the South East Lo¬ 
cal Enterprise Partnership. 

Aside from the devastating impact an estuary

airport would have on the environment and the 
safety risks linked to bird strike, a major argu¬ 
ment is the length of time it would take to build 
- around 15 years - and the money; at least £50 
billion, including the additional infrastructure. 

Alternative options already have the advan¬ 
tage of being likely to take significantly less time. 
These options will form the basis of the upcom¬ 
ing aviation consultation, due to be launched by 
the Government in the autumn. 

The first and most high profile of these is a 
third runway at Heathrow, an almost equally as 
controversial prospect as the estuary airport, 
which has seen the Coalition divided. 

The Lib Dems are against such expansion, but 
a number of senior Tories, including Chancellor 
George Osborne, are warming to the idea. 

David Cameron hinted at a U-turn after previ¬ 
ously ruling out a third runway, which raised 
hopes this could put the final nail in the coffin to 
estuary hub plans. 

But Boris Johnson is continuing to push for an 
estuary airport. 

Other alternatives to this include the addition 
of a second runway at Gatwick, an idea attacked 
by Tonbridge and Mailing MP Sir John Stanley. 


He wrote to KCC, which included this option 
in its aviation document, stating it would have 
environmentally devastating consequences for 
west Kent. 

Another alternative to the estuary airport, re¬ 
peatedly being brought up, is for the use of exist¬ 
ing airports, such as Manston in Thanet and 
Lydd in Shepway. 

KCC called for further development of these 
regional airports, but others have argued this 
would be no substitute to a hub airport. 

However, a new campaign group calling itself 
Why not Manston? is aiming to raise the profile 
of the Thanet airport in the hope it will become a 
serious option in the aviation consultation. 

A spokesman for the group said: “Manston 
could be a major airport in the south east and 
help relieve the strain on the other airports in 
the area.” 

Other options are to improve rail connectivity 
to main airports, which the Government is al¬ 
ready committing to do in south west England 
and Wales with a £500m investment. 

Aviation capacity will be discussed later this 
year in the long-awaited, previously delayed 
consultation, with a decision expected next year.

Unqualified teachers 
in academies ‘will set 
schools back decades’

EDUCATION experts have reacted with fury at a 
Government decision to allow unqualified teach¬ 
ers to work in the county’s academies. 

Critics say it will set Kent’s schooling back 30 
years and is just a cost-cutting exercise. 

Ministers argue the move will allow academies, 
which are publicly funded but run independently 
from town halls, to recruit scientists, great lin¬ 
guists, engineers and other specialists who have 
not been able to work in state schools before. 

But the decision has been attacked by the sec¬ 
tor, with fears that generations of children will 
suffer. Currently more than half of Kent’s 
secondary schools have become academies, and 
almost all of Medway’s secondaries. 

Fewer primaries have made the change, but this 
figure is expected to grow in the coming years. 

John Walder, divisional secretary of the Kent 
branch of National Union of Teachers (NUT), 
said recruiting unqualified teachers was a dan¬ 
gerous move and one that could destroy a good 
public service. 

“The people doing this don’t care about the 
impact because they are the ones that send their 


own children to private school,” he said. 

“It’s a dangerous move. The kind of people it 
could attract for these unqualified roles are failed 
graduates or those who didn’t make it through 
their teacher training.” 

Mr Walder said it was a cost-cutting exercise 
where unqualified teachers would be paid less 
than those who had qualified. 

“It’s an attempt to break up teachers’ pay and 
conditions. It’s an attempt by the Government to 
get something for less,” he said. 

“They’re not going to pay unqualified teachers 
the same. They will say it’s wonderful to get these 
specialist people in, but what it actually is is a real 
step backwards.” 

His views were echoed by Gravesend-based 
expert Peter Read, of Kent Independent Educa¬ 
tion Advice, who said it would set education 
back 30 years. 

“Education is so complex that people need 
training as professionals,” he said. 

“We have more people coming through teach¬ 
er training than a number of years ago and 
the quality of teaching is rising year on year. 

“Michael Gove (education secretary) is trying 
to go back to some sort of golden age that never 
existed.” 


Mr Read said he believed some academies would 
take on unqualified teachers to save money. 

But he warned the reputation of those schools’ 
teaching would be damaged and parents would 
be less likely to want to send their children there. 

Questions were also raised about whether spe¬ 
cialists would want to teach in state schools for 
less money and that the quality of the teachers 
will not be as anticipated by the Government. 

Qualified teachers will have undergone either 
a graduate course, combining a degree with 
initial teacher training; a year-long post-gradu¬ 
ate training programme, involving school place¬ 
ments; or a work-based university training 
programme.

Teachers have to pass skills tests in maths and 
English. The qualification is awarded by the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Teaching Agency. 

A Department for Education spokesman con¬ 
firmed academies can now employ teaching staff 
which they believe to be suitably qualified, but 
without the automatic requirement of Qualified 
Teacher Status (QTS). 

“This policy will free up academies to employ 
professionals - like scientists, engineers, musi¬ 
cians, university professors, and experienced 
teachers and heads from overseas and the inde¬ 
pendent sector - who may be extremely well- 
qualified and are excellent teachers, but do not 
have QTS status,” he said.

Great Expectations as the 
desk Dickens wrote three 
classics on returns home

THE desk on which Charles Dickens 
wrote some of his most famous nov¬ 
els has gone on display at his former 
home for the first time since his 
death. 

Dickens wrote the likes of Great 
Expectations and A Tale of Two Cit¬ 
ies at the desk, which is on display 
at Gad’s Hill Place in Higham - now 
a public school. 

The Grade I-listed Georgian prop¬ 
erty is soon to be transformed into a 
world heritage centre - allowing 
the public to visit the house Dickens 
lived and died in. 

Gad’s Hill School, which current¬ 
ly uses the building, is constructing 
a modern new site nearby to move 
its pupils into. 

For now, the desk is reunited 
with its former home for the first 
time since 1870. It is thanks to a 
unique partnership between the 
school, the desk’s owners, the 


Charles Dickens Museum, London, 
and a trust that will soon turn the 
building into a visitor attraction. 

Headmaster of the independent 
school, David Craggs, said: “Dick¬ 
ens made Gad’s Hill Place, the 
school’s current residence, his 
home in 18 5 6, until he died in what 
is now the school’s dining room. 

“This was the only home he ever 
owned and where he wrote three 
great novels: Great Expectations, A 
Tale of Two Cities and Our Mutual 
Friend, also leaving behind his un¬ 
finished work, The Mystery of Ed¬ 
win Drood.” 

Since the 1920s, the headteach¬ 
ers of Gad’s have run the school 
from what was Dickens’ study and 
pupils today are taught English in 
what was his bedroom. 

Mr Craggs added: “We realise 
that all of this is a great privilege 
and make every attempt to share 
our special home with the commu¬ 
nity. But in trying to run a school, 
public access becomes very limited. 


However, thanks to a tremendous 
period of growth and success, we 
were able to begin a multi-million 
pound new school project last sum¬ 
mer, which will result in Gad’s Hill 
Place turning into a world heritage 
centre which we hope will attract 
visitors from across the globe.” 

The new school construction is 
due to be completed in January 
2013, but in the meantime, Gad’s 
Hill School has opened its doors for 
a very special exhibition by the 
Charles Dickens Museum. 

As of the end of last month, visi¬ 
tors have the chance to delve be¬ 
hind the scenes of Dickens’ life at 
Gad’s Hill Place, discovering the 
hidden quirks and idiosyncrasies of 
the building he once treasured, top¬ 
ping off the tour with a view of the 
great author’s desk in his study. 

Marion Dickens, Gad’s Hill Place 
trustee and Dickens’ great-great- 
granddaughter, said: “To be reunit¬ 
ing Dickens’ desk with the study it 
was designed for is very exciting.

We will be able to walk into that 
room and see it as it was in his life¬ 
time. It will be easy to imagine that 
my great-great-grandfather has 
just risen from his morning’s work 
and gone into the garden for a spot 
of fresh air and inspiration.” 

Nia McIntosh, education officer 
of the Charles Dickens Museum, 
said: “The opening of Dickens’ 
former home this summer provides 
a unique opportunity for families to 
experience life as Dickens once 
knew it. With a range of exciting 
activities on offer, we hope to add to 
Kent’s rich Dickens heritage with a 
truly memorable experience for 
adults and children alike.”

Independent police chief candidate 
vows to use her salary to pay for 
new youth commissioner position

A HOPEFUL in the Police and Crime 
Commissioner race has vowed to 
give young people a voice if she 
elected by creating a youth police 
commissioner post. 

Ann Barnes, who is the chair of 
Kent Police Authority (KPA), the 
body which currently monitors 
the county’s force, said it would be 
a paid job and open to all young 
people, from school leavers to 
gap year students and unemployed 
youngsters. 

“A police youth commissioner 
will create a link to those who really 
know what it’s like to be a young 
citizen in Kent,” she said. 

“There are a lot of disenchanted 
young people out there and we need 
to give them a say in policing.” 

Last week Mrs Barnes made the 
surprise announcement she would 
be standing in the PCC election as

an independent on November 15, 
despite previously criticising the 
upcoming role, which is being in¬ 
troduced by the Home Office. 

She told this newspaper she had 
no choice but to stand if the Gov¬ 
ernment was to push ahead with 
the shake up. She is expected to step 
down as KPA chair in August. 

The PCC will be an individual 
voted in by the public for a four- 


year term to replace the existing 
KPA on November 22. They will set 
the budget, determine a policing 
strategy, and have the power to 
hire and fire the chief constable. 

The annual salary is £85,000. 

Mrs Barnes launched her youth 
initiative during a visit to commu¬ 
nity radio Academy FM at the 
Folkestone Academy. 

She pledged to use some of her 
own salary to fund the post. 

“It would be a paid job, different 
to an internship, and it will last for 
a year,” she said. 

“I’ll take someone new on each 
year and they will be the face of po¬ 
licing for young people - the person 
who will give them a voice.” 

Mrs Barnes said the idea stemmed 
from the suggestion made by inde¬ 
pendent London mayoral candidate 
Siobhan Benita in April, who had 
said there should be a youth Mayor 
of London. 

“I thought it made sense and was 


a really good idea. This is not just 
an electioneering gimmick,” she 
said. “It will be something the 
young person can benefit from, 
they will gain experience and to 
have something like that on their 
CV would be brilliant. 

“They will help me engage fully 
with young people the length and 
breadth of the county. So often, 
young people say they feel isolated 
from the work of the police. My 
youth commissioner initiative will 
bridge the gap.” 

Mrs Barnes said if she is elected 
the youth post would be in place by 
April 1, following an open recruit¬ 
ment process.

How we are cutting crime rates 


Cllr Mike O’Brien Looks at the action being taken to reduce crime and to 
protect our young people from being caught in the criminal justice system 


IF YOU ask most people, wher¬ 
ever they live, what concerns 
them, I guarantee crime will 
feature high on their list. 

Who doesn’t want their fam¬ 
ily to be safe, and to live in an 
area with little anti-social be¬ 
haviour, where our property is 
free from theft or damage? 

In Medway, like in any ur¬ 
ban area, these concerns crop 
up when I speak to residents. 

But I think that through the 
hard work of the dedicated of¬ 
ficers of Kent Police and agen¬ 
cies such as the probation serv¬ 
ice, the Youth Offending Team, 
Medway Council, the courts, 
and our health service col¬ 
leagues, we are heading in the 
right direction. 

At a recent council meeting, 
I was pleased to list the work 
done to reduce crime and re-of- 
fending in Medway. In the last 
financial year we have seen 
crime drop by 8.2 per cent com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

Violent crime has dropped by 


seven per cent, vehicle crime is 
down 22 per cent and criminal 
damage has seen a decrease of 
nearly 12 per cent. Theft and 
handling are also down, and 
recorded incidents of the most 
serious sexual offences have 
dropped by nearly six per cent, 
bucking a countywide rise. 

We are not complacent, 
though, and indeed do have 
more work to do, but I am 
heartened that there were 
1,517 fewer victims of crime in 
2011-12 in Medway than in 
the previous 12 months. 

That is because behind these 
figures is a story of strong part¬ 
nership working between the 
public sector agencies listed 
above and others. 

And this has also seen 
re-offending rates reduced to 
less than 10 per cent, bucking 
the Kent trend. 

Youth re-offending rates are 
also down. One important con¬ 
tributing factor is that the 
number of young people enter¬ 


ing the criminal justice system 
has dropped. 

Last year, a pilot project 
called Triage started, which di¬ 
verts young people, where ap¬ 
propriate, from court following 
arrest. Operated by the police 
and health service, this assesses 
young people in police custody 
and seeks alternative meas¬ 
ures, such as intensive work 
with them and their family, or 
referring them to health agen¬ 
cies where needs, such as men¬ 
tal health issues or speech diffi¬ 
culties, are discovered. 

Since the project fully started 
in September, only four young 
people diverted from the courts 
went on to offend. And, while a 
Medway-wide target was set 
that no more than 275 young 
people should enter the crimi¬ 
nal justice system for the first 
time, only 116 did. 

For those who did, though, 
the work did not stop there. 
And three out of four of those 
before our youth courts in 


2011-12 didn’t re-offend - a 
15 per cent improvement on 
the previous year. 

This does not mean placing 
people in custody isn’t an op¬ 
tion. And young people who 
committed serious crimes were 
- with six per cent receiving a 
custodial sentence. 

I would not try to pretend we 
are living in a crime-free uto¬ 
pia. Who does? 

Despite what some might 
say, Medway’s Community 
Safety Partnership has dedicat¬ 
ed a great deal of time and re¬ 
sources to cutting crime and 
re-offending and this is helping 
ensure that, for the vast major¬ 
ity of our residents, the area re¬ 
mains a safe, clean and green 
place to work and live.

Watchers are 
highly political 

IT was with great interest that 
I read your story of July 21 
(French fuel fears of new 
immigration nightmare, etc), 
in which you refer to Migra¬ 
tion Watch as ‘a non-political 
think-tank which monitors 
migration into the UK’. 

I am not quite sure on what

opinion behind this wide¬ 
spread yet contentious view.

Even 
then, all the individuals you 
subsequently quote who 
endorse the views expressed by 
Migration Watch’s spokesman 


are Conservative MPs. There is 
undoubtedly a correlation 
between Migration Watch 
statements and backbench 
Tory opinion, even if there is 
no explicit link between 
pressure group and party. 

Likewise, it is in national 
newspapers firmly to the right 
of the political spectrum (Mail, 
Telegraph, Express, Star) that 
Migration Watch press 
releases are most frequently 
and approvingly reproduced. 

Any reasonable assessment

Nitrogen oxide is a 
greenhouse gas, and water 
vapour leads to contrails and 
more cirrus clouds, both of 
which warm the Earth. 

Estimates vary, but total 
global warming caused by air 
travel is probably at least twice 
as bad as burning the same 
amount of oil in other ways.

Polygraph 
tests are a lie 

RE: ‘Compulsory lie detector 
tests for sex offenders’, Letters, 
July 29. 

Presumably this is about 
using basic medical knowledge 
which tells how potential 
danger or excitement of any 
kind is picked up by the body’s 
central nervous control 
system. Adrenalin is pumped 
through the body to power it 
into action if needed. It is 
what’s called fight or flight, 
that is, stay and face the 
consequences, or run. 

Adrenalin can increase the 
heart rate dramatically. Any 
changes would show on a 
polygraph. It doesn’t mean a 
person is not telling the truth. 
The body’s autonomic system 
is out of their control. A person 
doesn’t have to be guilty of any 
wrong doing, but could still 
shows signs of distress or 
sweating, racing pulse or other 
conditions which are inter¬ 
linked and register incriminat¬ 
ing results on a polygraph. 

Unless a person is taking 
beta blocker drugs or other 
prescibed medication to 
suppress a heart condition, in 
my opinion, there is no way to 
stop triggering adverse results 
on a polygraph. To use 
evidence from polygraphs, is in 
my opinion, a distortion and 
gross misuse of medical facts, 
and a miscarriage of justice.

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Your saving bonds are 
well worth 10-year wait 


Q I WOULD be grateful for your 
opinion on the 10-year bonds 
issued by Severn Trent Water. 
The yield is only 1.3pc, which is low, 
but this rises with inflation. Are there 
penalties for early withdrawal if I need 
my money back before 2022? 

A IF YOU invest the minimum 
£2,000, the starting yield of 
1.3pc will give you £26. It is 
what happens next that makes these 
bonds interesting. Inflation was 
running at more than 5pc last year. 

It has since dropped to 3.1pc, with 
the official prediction that it will fall 
further. Let’s suppose inflation falls 
to just 1 pc. You would still see a small 
rise in your interest payments, to 
£26.40. But for most investors the 
real attraction will lie in hanging on to 
these bonds for the full 10 years. Even 
at lpc inflation, your £2,000 would 
grow to £2,209. At 5pc, you would get 
back more than £3,250. These bonds 
are a gamble on inflation, but if 
inflation happens to go into reverse, 
your original £2,000 would not shrink. 
You would simply get it back in 2022. 
And you can turn your bonds into cash 
early if you wish. They are traded on 
the stock market, though this does 
mean that the price depends on how 
many new investors want to buy. 


Q MY WIFE and I have an annual 
travel insurance policy. She is 
currently being treated for a 
conaition that was diagnosed after the 
policy was renewed in February, and 
we are going on holiday again in 
September. Do we have to inform the 
insurance company about her illness? 

A I HAVE not seen your policy, 
but it is almost certain that 
you must tell the insurance 
company about any change in the 
health of anyone covered. The 
company is entitled to know the degree 
of risk it is taking in providing cover 
against you or any member of your 
family needing treatment abroad. If 
you had already booked your Septem¬ 
ber trip before your wife fell ill, there 
should be no change in premiums or 
in the cover provided by the policy, but 
if your wife’s condition is likely to be 
long lasting, you might well be charged 
more for future holidays. 


Q WE wanted to set money aside 
for our grandchildren, but our 
bank wanted personal details 
trom their parents. We do not want the 
parents to know that the money exists. 
Could we save in our own names, even 
if this means paying some tax? 

A You could set up a legally 
binding trust that would 
separate the money from your 



own savings, but unless a significant 
sum is involved, the costs are probably 
not worthwhile. However, you could 
invest in something tax-free, such as 
premium bonds, or open a bank account 
designated with the children’s initials to 
indicate that the proceeds are intended 
for your grandchildren. If any tax is due 
and you deal with this personally, their 
parents will not be involved. 


^W^IN 1998 my husband and I 
I invested in Sun Life of Canada 
units, intending the proceeds to 
go to our grandson in 2017. Recently I 
inquired and found this part of the 
company’s business was sold to Credit 
Suisse in 2001, and then sold again to 
Aberdeen Trust. Credit Suisse now says 
half the units were sold in 2003 for 
£614.1 am still endeavouring to trace 
the other half. 

A LEGALLY, companies are 

required to keep records for only 
six years, yet investment firms 
offer schemes that last far longer. It is 
not unusual for readers to tell me their 
investments have disappeared following 
mergers or takeovers, with the new 
management saying it has no records. It 
is always a good idea to touch base with 
the company every few years, unless 
you are already receiving annual 
reports or similar statements. If the 
companies involved in your investment 
cannot explain the withdrawal and 
trace the balance, do contact the 
ombudsman (0800 023 4567). 


S I UNDERSTAND the safety limit 
for bank savings is £50,000, but 
as far as Santander is concerned, 
is include savings originally 
with Alliance & Leicester? 

A THE compensation scheme that 
guarantees bank savings now 
covers up to £85,000. Some 
mergers have temporarily allowed 
separate cover for savings in both 
banks, but Santander now has just one 
limit of £85,000. This covers its own 
accounts and those opened originally 
with Alliance & Leicester, Bradford & 
Bingley, and Cahoot.

Don’t end up saddle sore 
from a lack of insurance 

Cycling is likely to gain in popularity over the next few 
weeks and months thanks to Bradley Wiggins - but if 
you’re one of those about to get on two wheels, don’t 
forget to check your insurance. ADAM AIKEN reports 


WHETHER it’s down to the achieve¬ 
ment of Tour de France winner 
Bradley Wiggins, the arrival of the 
Olympics or simply the change in the 
weather, expect a surge in the number 
of people getting on their bikes over 
the coming weeks and months. 

The cycling world will be hoping 
that Wiggins’ victory will encourage 
more of us to take up the activity for 
leisure. 

Meanwhile, a study has predicted 
that the number of commuters on 
two wheels could more than double 
over the summer. 

The research found that while 
13 pc of workers currently ride a bike 
to work, a further 4.9 m illion people 
intend to do so on occasions this 
summer, inspired by Britain’s Olym¬ 
pians as well as the urge to get fit and 
save money. 

However, the same study found 
that 1 Opc of bike owners have fallen 
foul of thieves over the past five years 
- and more than half of them were 
not able to claim successfully on their 
insurance for the loss. 

The figures suggest that while tak¬ 
ing out bike insurance can give peace 
of mind, failing to pay attention to 
what is and is not covered can cost 
you dearly. 

“It’s great to see that so many peo¬ 
ple are inspired to cycle to work this 
summer and the Olympics feel-good 
factor clearly plays a part in that,” 
said Richard Al-Dabbagh, head of 
Santander Insurance, which carried 
out the research. 

“However, bikes get stolen very 
regularly with and without locks on, 
so people should check their home in¬ 
surance policy offers adequate cover 
for their bicycle outside the home.” 

Martyn Foulds, senior claims man¬ 
ager for Halifax Home Insurance, 
said following a few basics would 
help prevent theft in the first place, 
and make it easier to claim success¬ 
fully should the worst happen. 

“Often, some types of locks such as 
cables can be cut and are therefore 
not enough of a deterrent for thieves, 
so investing in a solid lock can be 
worth it in the long run,” he said. 

“Keeping receipts and taking pho¬ 
tographs of the bike after purchase 
and noting any modifications would 
help claims to be processed smoothly 
should anything go wrong. 

“Insurers require a crime reference 
number in order to make a claim, so 


ensure you report any incident to the 
police as soon as possible should you 
fall victim to theft.” 

Halifax’s statistics suggest a steep 
rise in bike-theft claims during July, 
and with an all-time high of £700 
million in bike sales forecast for this 
year, cyclists should make sure they 
have adequate protection should they 
fall foul of the thieves. 

John Miles, of Gocompare.com, 


said: “Check that your bike is covered 
by your standard home insurance 
policy as it’s possible that it may need 
to be specifically extended to cover 
stolen or damaged bicycles. 

“If you are buying an expensive 
road bike - for example, carbon fibre 
road bikes can cost between £1,000 
and £3,000 - then you will certainly 
need to talk to your existing insurer 
to arrange cover.” 



TOP TIPS 




Invest in a good lock. Bear in mind that cable locks can be easily cut. 

Check your home insurance policy and consider additional 
cover for contents outside the home if you use a bike to travel 
regularly. 

Whatever your policy, check the small print so you know about any 
exclusions. 

Take photographs, keep receipts and make a note of the name, 
specific model and serial number of the bike. 

Make sure that your bike is marked and registered with a police 
security initiative, such as www.bikeregister.com. 

Use bicycle racks if possible, and always lock your bike - even if 
you are leaving it for only a few minutes.

Eurotunnel’s ‘satisfactory’ first 
half despite drop in share price

SHARES in Groupe Eurotunnel fell 
almost 6 per cent after the operator 
of the Channel Tunnel revealed that 
its half-year operating profits had 
slumped despite an impressive increase 
in revenues. 

Analysts blamed cost management at 
Europorte, the company’s rail freight 
and infrastructure subsidiary, which 
accounted for two-thirds of a €45 mil¬ 
lion rise in group operating costs. 

First half-yearly profits were also low¬ 
er than expected. 

But Jacques Gounon, chairman 
and chief executive, dismissed concerns 
over the figures, saying that he expected 
the Europorte division to break even 
early next year, especially as the com¬ 
pany expected a surge in business dur¬ 
ing the Olympics. 

However, it is too early to say wheth¬ 
er this will take effect. 

M Gounon said the spending, which 
included money on new staff and train¬ 
ing, was necessary for expansion; there 


has been a 3 6 per cent rise in revenue in 
the six months to the end of June. 

Group sales rose 14 per cent at con¬ 
stant currencies to €4 73m, while oper¬ 
ating profits were €129m, compared 
with € 144m last year. 

“The full effect of the Olympics in 
July, the post-Olympic effect and the 
fact that our second half is always 
better than our first gives us great 


confidence,” said an upbeat M Gounon. 

The jubilee celebrations in early June 
helped create a record-breaking day for 
travel from the UK to continental Eur¬ 
ope. In total, 10,000 passenger vehicles 
left by shuttle on the Friday ahead of the 
celebrations, travelling from Folkestone 
to Coquelles. This represented a record 
figure for any 24-hour period. 

In addition, during the three days of 


the jubilee celebrations, 26,000 passen¬ 
ger vehicles travelled between Kent 
and France. 

Eurotunnel is adding an extra half¬ 
shuttle to cope with demand through¬ 
out the Olympics and has increased the 
speed of shuttle trains from 140kph 
to 160kph - the speed they are due to 
run at in 2015, when Deutsche Bahn 
is set to add services on the cross- 
Channel link. 

The operator of the Channel Tunnel 
and Le Shuttle car and coach train has 
already seen a “pre-Olympic” rise in 
traffic. Revenues rose 14 per cent to 
€473m in the six months to June, al¬ 
though net profit was steady at €5m. 

Eurotunnel has also “intensified” the 
timetable in the early mornings to make 
sure spectators arrive in the capital in 
time for morning sessions. 

In the first six months this year, truck 
shuttles rose the most, up 20 per cent. 
Car traffic rose 4 per cent, coaches 6 per 
cent and Eurostar passenger numbers 3 
per cent. 

M Gounon concluded: “This first half- 
year has been very satisfactory. ”

Children’s Mutual in 
Forester Life talks 


Infrastructure upgrade to 
keep the lights turned on 


Contract encourages ecoegg 
producer back to his roots 


TFIE Children's Mutual, formerly known as 
Tunbridge Wells Equitable Friendly Society, is 
eyeing a possible transfer into Forester Fife. 

The company hopes to be ready to notify 
members of any decision by the end of the year. 

Graeme McAusland, chief executive of The 
Children’s Mutual, said: "We always look to act 
in our members' and customers' interests and 
are pursuing this aim during the negotiations. 

"At this early stage, we have signed Fleads of 
Agreement and have entered into a period of 
exclusive negotiations with Forester Fife. 
Following a period of due diligence, we hope to 
be in a position to write to members about the 
proposed transfer before the end of the year. 

"All eligible members will be invited to vote 
on the proposal at a special general meeting and 
we will also need to gain regulatory approval 
from the Financial Services Authority." 

Euan Allison, UK group managing director of 
Forester Fife, said: "We believe this potential 
transfer would be beneficial to both members of 
The Children’s Mutual and our own members. 

"We anticipate being able to provide better 
value for policy-holders primarily through cost 
savings. It also offers the potential for all 
members to be a part of a larger mutual 
organisation, supported by our parent 
organisation in Canada. 

"Through the due diligence period we will 
work alongside The Children's Mutual to come 
to the best solution for all members." 


UK Power Networks is upgrading its 
electricity infrastructure to the tune of 
£2.6 million to keep the lights on in Dover. 

New equipment, called switchgear, has 
been installed in a switch-house at its 
substation in the town. 

A team of about a dozen experts are 
working to transfer all the electrical systems 
and circuits and all the new equipment is 
due to be live by September. 

The site receives electricity via overhead 
power lines and underground cables at 
33,000 volts and converts it to 11,000 volts. 
At this lower voltage, electricity is delivered 
across the area through a vast network 
of underground cables, bringing power to 
customers’ doorsteps. 

Project manager Simon Collingwood said: 
“The equipment we are replacing has served 
Dover well, but we are constantly investing 
to renew our equipment for the benefit of 
customers. This investment is to help ensure 
we maintain safe, secure electricity supplies, 
reducing the likelihood and duration of 
power interruptions. 

“Once all the new equipment is up and 
running, it will be an essential part of the 
infrastructure that enables people across a 
wide area to go about their daily lives.” 

The work is part of a UK Power Networks 
£360m investment this year in its networks 
in the South East, London and East of England. 


A KENT entrepreneur has 
chosen his home county as the 
global production base for his 
innovative new Laundry product 
after winning a contract to 
stock Fakeland stores 
nationwide. 

Rob Knight, from Orpington, 
has set up the headquarters 
for his expanding business, 
ecoegg Limited, in Maidstone. 

The firm now employs six 
and the decision to house the 
final stage of production at a 
warehouse in the county will 
add a further eight jobs. 

The ecoegg replaces 
washing powder and is placed 
in the drum of the machine to 
wash clothes. The egg-shaped 
device is filled with pellets 
made from minerals proven to 
remove dirt and grime. 

Almost 100,000 ecoeggs 
have been sold since they were 
Launched on the QVC shopping 
channel in 2010. 

Knight and business partner 
Dawn White, both pictured, 
spent four years designing, 
testing and creating the egg. 
Originally it was manufactured 



in China, but Knight wanted to 
invest in his community and 
chose a warehouse in Kent to 
pack the products, which are 
now manufactured in the UK. 

"I always planned to bring 
manufacturing to the UK, and 
after winning the contract to 
be the only product of its kind 
stocked in Fakeland, we've 
decided to do just that," he 
said. "We have researched the 
best manufacturers for the 
various elements of the 
product, and the final stage of 
production takes place here." 

Each ecoegg costs £19.99, 
Lasts for three years or 720 
washes and works out as Less 
than three pence per wash, 
compared with 25p for 
washing powders.

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County investment agency 
looks back over 15 years

INVESTMENT promotion agency 
Locate in Kent says it has helped 
companies expand or move into the 
county 783 times during its first 15 
years - a rate of one new invest¬ 
ment a week. 

Locate in Kent figures show the 
biggest number of successes came 
in the business-services sector 
(106), followed closely by ICT (98) 
and manufacturing (81). 

The majority of Kent newcomers 
arrived from elsewhere in the 
UK; however, the county also wel¬ 
comed more than 200 businesses 
from overseas. 

More than 60 companies came 
from the United States, 35 from 
France and 22 from Germany. 
There were also moves from Tai¬ 


wan, Korea, Argentina and Israel. 

Among the French arrivals was 
SBE, which enlisted the help of 
Locate in Kent in 1996.

(4,774). In the last financial year, 
2011-12, a total of 3,243 positions 
were created or retained in the 
county by companies assisted - a 
three-year high.

"What they made was not only more 
affordable than what big-name manufactur¬ 
ers offer, but better suited to the club's needs 
because we were able to work closely with 
the college during the build. We’d like to have

UK, and Land Securities.

Report of Local 
Government Ombudsman 

The Local Government Ombudsman has issued 
two reports following her investigation of 
complaints against Kent County Council.

Jules Coomber 


Clued up on Sherlock 

Nick Ames speaks to the group of internet sleuths who decided to 
sniff out the facts behind an internationally-popular television show 



B BC TV’s Sherlock, starring Benedict 
Cumberbatch as the Baker Street 
sleuth and Martin Freeman as Dr 
Watson, has been one of the major 
broadcasting success stories of 
recent years - and its stars are in 
the running for an Emmy Award in the US. 

Bringing the classic characters created by Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle into the 21st century, the 
show was created by Dr Who team Mark Gatiss 
and Stephen Moffat. 

It has been nominated for a huge number of 
awards and sold to 180 countries, and even the 
show’s stars and creators were stunned at the 
level of debate in newsprint and online about 
plotlines and characters - especially a cliff- 
hanger ending which saw Holmes surviving 
a roof-top plunge before watching a distraught 
Watson at his graveside. 

On Sunday, September 23, in Los Angeles, 
Sherlock will contest 13 separate Emmy 
categories, with Cumberbatch and Freeman up 
for outstanding lead and supporting actor in a 
mini series, respectively. 

Along with a nomination in the outstanding 
mini series or movie category, Sherlock is also 
recognised for its costuming, writing, directing, 
casting, cinematography, editing, music, 
sound-mixing, sound-editing, art direction and 
cinematography. But its not just the show itself 
that is being lauded. 

Kent-based website Sherlockology, run by 
Jules Coomber, from Whitstable, David Mather, 
from Faversham, and Emma Grigg and Leif 
Harstad, both from Swanley, is dedicated to the 
series. And it has just been given a Shorty 
Award - the internet’s equivalent to the Oscars 
- at a presentation in New York. 

The site receives more than a million hits a 
month; at any time of the day some 50 people 
are viewing and it has a fan base of more than 
100,000 people worldwide. 

Coomber explained how the idea for the 
website came about: “London may be the silent 
character in Sherlock, but the idea of creating a 


website for the series came about during a trip 
we took to Rome in April 2011. While we were 
there, we noticed tourist trips to locations for 
the film Angels And Demons. 

“Sherlock films in some really iconic areas of 
London, so when we returned home we had a 
look to see if there was any i n formation online. 

“We discovered there was very little on the 
series. So we set about creating our own hub of 
information, from locations to other behind- 
the-scenes content such as props and wardrobe, 
cast and crew information, details of the 
characters and episodes, and also a means 
of offering news. 

“Sherlockology’s success goes hand in hand 
with the programme’s popularity. Sherlock isn’t 
just a TV show - it’s an experience. You feel 
experiences rather than just watching them. 

“After you have taken the journey on-screen 
alongside John Watson and Sherlock Holmes, 
you can share your love and interest in the 
show with a massively-engaged family of fans 
online. We opened social-media accounts on 


Twitter, Facebook, Tumblr and YouTube 
and it just grew from there. ” 

Humour is an important part of the show, 
which never falls into the trap of taking itself 
too seriously, despite its clever plots, brilliant 
action, sharp dialogue and fast-paced direction. 

The affection for the original works from 
the writers is obvious, with many in-jokes 
referencing characters, story titles and 
situations. 

From Watson being a blogger, rather than 
writing for a magazine, to Holmes’s network of 
homeless informers rather than street urchins, 
the writers show genuine respect for their 
Victorian-era source. However, when Moffat 
was asked where would he go if he had a Tardis, 
he replied: “Maybe I would take some Sherlock 
DVDs back to Sir Arthur Conan Doyle and see 
what he thinks. He’d probably punch me.” 

Coomber said she felt a combination of factors 
led to the success of the series. 

“It’s what happens when you have the 
combination of genius writing, a talented cast

and fantastic crew. Co-creators Steven Moffat 
and Mark Gatiss are both huge fans of [the 
original] Sherlock Holmes and have made 
Sherlock fresh and exciting for a 21st-century 
audience while remaining faithful to the canon, 
not to mention it’s funny in parts, heartbreaking 
in others and, of course, very clever.” 

Although not officially endorsed by the BBC, 
the website has close links with the corporation, 
even supplying features for the Radio Times. 

Its creators have met up with many of the 
people connected with the series. 

Coomber said: “Not working in the television 
or film industry, it has given us an insight 
as to not only the process of how these things 
are made, like when we watched a little of 
Sherlock series two being filmed in London. 
Despite all this, we’d be lying if we said we 
didn’t still get a little star-struck.” 

Sherlockology has put together a book of new 
stories sold in aid of the campaign to preserve 
Conan Doyle’s former home, Undershaw, in 
Surrey. It is available from the website and has 
a cover image of Peter Cushing as Holmes. 

“He was from Whitstable and it was a 
pleasure to use his picture,” said Coomber 

But the big question is: does Sherlockology 
know how its hero survived? 

“If we do, we won’t tell,” said Coomber. “And 
we don’t like to speculate.”

Yes! A restaurant that can 
do Mexican as well as I do 


A S someone who is passionate 
about cooking Mexican food, I 
am always wary of trying new 
restaurants of that genre for fear 
of being bitterly disappointed. 

But my trip to Zapatas in 
Tunbridge Wells has managed to restore my 
faith in the experience of eating out. 

Set in The Pantiles, Zapatas is a lively, vibrant 
place, decorated head to toe in bright colours, 
with exotic paintings splashed over the 
terracotta walls. I immediately felt like I had 
been transported right to the heart of Mexico. 

Unfortunately, the music in the background 
didn’t follow through with the theme - 
five-year-old pop songs with the bass so loud 
you couldn’t make out the words. It wasn’t too 
pleasant with our dinner. 

However, Zapatas was obviously the place to 
be on a Saturday night as it was filled with 
groups and families, as well as young people 
enjoying the extensive list of cocktails at the 
bar. 

After a slight delay with our drinks, for which 
the waiter apologised profusely, we ordered. 

I opted for pinchos de gambas to start - five 
tiger prawns with chorizo, peppers, salad and 
mango salsa. 

The prawns were gorgeous - large and

bursting with flavour - but for £7.2 5 I expected 
a bit more to the salad than just a couple of 
lettuce leaves. 

My guest chose bean soup, a bargain at 
£4.7 5 and probably our favourite dish of the 
night - a mix of beans and chorizo topped with 
soured cream and Monterrey Jack cheese. 

An amusing moment came when we asked 
the waiter what the exact ingredients were, to 
which he replied “Er... it is soup”. 

For our main, we chose a double portion of 
chicken and sirloin steak fajitas, which were 


accompanied by guacamole, sour cream and 
salad for £2 7. 

Usually, Mexican restaurants scrimp on the 
tortillas, but we had plenty left over. The meat 
was cooked to perfection and had picked up the 
right amount of flavouring from the peppers, 
onions and mushrooms which came with it, but 
it could have done with a touch more spice for 
my taste. 

For dessert I opted for banoffee pie with cream 
and my guest chose three scoops of sorbet - two 
mango, one blood orange. 

The sorbet was superb and the homemade 
banoffee pie also hit all the right notes. 

The dishes were presented wonderfully and, 
despite the place being packed out, the attention 
to detail was obvious and the service speedy. 

The bill came to £56.20, and overall Zapatas 
has succeeded in changing my mind about 
Mexican restaurants. I would thoroughly 
recommend dining there, but personally I 
would probably choose a quieter weekday next 
time.

LAND Rover’s ageing Defender reminds me of 
the Citroen 2CV. 

OK, the profiles aren’t remotely similar and 
the Deux Chevaux - unusually effective off-road 
as it was - never tackled rough terrain like the 
Landie. 

But both were icons that lasted beyond their 
realistic production life, except that Citroen 
never replaced the 2CV, while Land Rover (LR) 
has shown exciting successor concepts for the 
Defender - it seems the question is when, rather 
than if, we get a replacement. 

For now, the old-stager continues and LR has 
even released a Defender XTech special edition 
(from £2 7,995) in military-style grey or bronze 
with contrasting black roof and wheel arches and 
16-inch gloss black alloys with off-road tyres. 

Even in standard garb, though, the Defender 
(from £24,255) remains supremely capable 
off-road despite a lineage dating back to 1948, 
and I was reminded of this at the Land Rover 
Experience Centre at Luton Hoo, Hertfordshire. 

The Defender feels primitive and stiff, but you 
never doubt its ability to hang sideways off an 
incline, conquer a heavily-rutted slope and crest 
a rise before easing under control to the bottom 
at a seemingly impossible angle. Naturally, this 
ability comes at the price of fairly indifferent 
on-road driving manners, but if you need 
ultimate off-roading then the Landie still has it. 

The real surprise of my day at Luton Hoo, 
however, was revisiting the other extreme of the 
Land/Range Rover range. 

More than 60 years separates the Defender 
from the latest Range Rover Evoque (from 
£28,695) and, while I had previously 
experienced the latter’s fine on-road capabilities 
and even done some limited off-road work, I was 
unprepared for how good the new baby of the 
LR range can be when the going gets tough. 

Every exercise we tackled with the Defender 
was matched by the Evoque and, while one 
instructor admitted he would still back the 
Defender against all comers if the course 
became a quagmire, it was an impressive feat. 

The tragedy is, that while most Defender 
owners will buy it particularly for off-roading, 
few Evoque-buyers will want to get their car 
dirty; indeed, LR chose to break with Range 
Rover tradition by offering a front-wheel-drive- 
only eco-friendly Evoque model. 

Somewhere between these two extremes lies 
my real pick of the day, the Land Rover 
Discovery 4 (£38,825). I didn’t get to drive it 
off-road, though its ability is now as much 
legend as the Defender’s. 

But it is on-road that this seven-seat 
Leviathan truly impresses, with a nimbleness 
that belies its size and bulk. 

In luxury trim, it also makes a strong 
argument for not bothering with the more 
expensive Range Rover (from £69,995), but the 
latter’s on- and off-road ability and outright 
snob value make it so much in demand.

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Numbers add up as Sportback 
makes premium sense for Audi

SO what’s so special about an extra set of doors? 

That has to be the first question when consid¬ 
ering the A1 Sportback - the five-door version, 
to you and me - of Audi’s smallest car. 

Not a lot on the face of it, since the Sportback 
(from £13,980) has a near-identical look to its 
three-door sister. 

Look closer, though, and you do get extra 
versatility when compared with other strictly 
three-door small cars, such as the BMW Mini 
and Fiat 500, bought by the image-conscious. 

There is also a bit of extra rear headroom in 
Sportback models compared with equivalent 
and £560 cheaper three-door sister models, plus 
the ability to seat five rather than four - signifi¬ 
cant differences for those who want a premium 
motor with more functionality. 

No wonder, then, that Audi reckons the Sport¬ 
back will outsell the three-door model by two to 
one, following its springtime launch this year. 

The other big benefit is that the A1 line-up is 
incredibly green, apart from the overtly sporting 
models. 

The £15,675 A1 Sportback 1.6 TDI Sport 
model tested here is lively enough (0-62mph in 
10.7 seconds) yet emits just 99g/km of C02, 
making it exempt from road tax and the London 
congestion charge. It should also average about 
70mpg if driven sensibly. 

Now that’s a pretty attractive package for a 
well-made small car that is relatively cheap, 
unless you go mad with upgrades; the test car 
actually retails at £22,360, having gained 
various expensive goodies like an admittedly 
tempting Bose sound-system upgrade, sat-nav, 
xenon headlights, sports suspension and 17- 
inch alloys rather than standard-fit 16s. 

Many of these you can do without and, in the 
case of the bigger alloys (£460), I would definite¬ 
ly urge you not to bother since the Al’s ride is 
best described as firm anyway and the bigger

wheels simply make it more unruly on our 
patchy UK roads. 

The biggest waste of cash, though, would 
seem to be the two-tone paint job in Glacier 
White (£510) and Daytona Grey (£400), but 
you can’t blame Audi for that when people also 
seem equally willing to pay silly money to bling 
up Minis and 500s. 

What you do get as standard is impeccable 
build quality for a car this size and the guarantee 
that it will retain a lot of its value for when you 
sell. The dashboard is typically well arranged 
and thought out, while the quality of trimming 
and materials is excellent. 

It is surprising, though, that the rear seats do 
not quite fold flat on the Sportback yet do on the 
three-door version, perhaps something to do 
with the three-seat capability across the back, 
where the three-door only seats two people. 

Behind the wheel, the A1 is responsive and 


fun to drive even with our eco-favouring power- 
train; importantly, it takes off sharply, making 
this version a cracker for townie owners needing 
some cut and thrust ability now and then while 
still minding the fuel economy. 

The diesel engine can be gruff but is mostly 
smooth and responsive and settles well for 
motorway cruising, helped by a tall top gear on 
the crisp five-speed gearbox. 

Keen drivers will like the way the A1 grips 
tightly and doesn’t sway into cornering, al¬ 
though, as we implied earlier, there seems little 
to gain from the bigger alloys fitted to the test 
car, having driven versions with the standard 
16-inch wheels. 

The steering also feels a bit light - good for 
parking, but not so great for the enthusiast, who 
might well look to the M i n i line-up where the 
Countryman estate goes a little further towards 
the Sportback’s versatility.

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Beetle is power preparing to shift up a gear

VOLKSWAGEN’S all-new Beetle is set to really 
take flight with the arrival of petrol and diesel en¬ 
gines that can bring out the car’s sporting side. 

Until now engine options have been modest, 
even if they haven’t deterred the stampede to get 
this latest cult car. 

But if the new generation car was to avoid the 
effete image of its predecessor - the so-called New 
Beetle - it needed more urge in the line-up. 

This would also complement its racy lines; I’ve 
said all along there’s more than an echo of early 
Porsche coupes in the profile. 

And now it does have the necessary horse¬ 
power in the form of a 140PS (138bhp) 2.0TDI 
turbodiesel or a 2OOPS (198bhp) 2.0TSI turbo¬ 
charged petrol engine. 

The latter (from £22,295) is not quite the 
engine from the Golf GTI, but it will crack the 
0-62mph sprint in 7.5 seconds, and I don’t think 
we should rule out an ultimate performance 
flagship later, though whether it will wear the 
legendary GTI badge is less certain. 

By comparison, the diesel (from £20,085) is a 
dullard taking 9.5 seconds to hit 62mph, though 
this should still be lively for most tastes and 
belies the snappy take-off allowed by the unit’s 
low down output. 

As a diesel it is also economical, with an offi¬ 
cial combined consumption of 57.6mpg. 

Both new versions are offered with a six-speed 
manual or VW’s excellent six-speed DSG gear¬ 
box, which offers smooth auto-changing in traf¬ 


fic without fuel consumption penalties, but slick 
manual selection out on the open road - surely 
the shape of things to come. 

There is little doubt VW fancies the turbo¬ 
charged petrol version as a potential cult car; it is 
only available in flagship Sport trim or as a spe¬ 
cial-edition Turbo Black and Turbo Silver (from 
£22,995) complete with ‘Turbo’ decals in either 
silver or black along the side, door mirrors in 


silver or black, the door rubbing strip in body 
colour - rather than black, as on standard Sport 
models - and 19-inch ‘Tornado’ alloys. 

The diesel is also available in more affordable 
yet generous Design trim including 17-inch al¬ 
loys, Bluetooth, digital CD/radio and iPod/aux 
connectivity, front fog lights, air con and multi¬ 
function leather-trimmed steering wheel. 

As with similar cult cars there is also scope for 


extras packs and customisation, but VW predicts 
that one ‘must have’ is the £500 Fender sound 
pack, developed with the eponymous electric 
guitar firm and delivering 400W. 

It has switchable three-colour illumination 
surrounding the front speakers too. 

The Beetle is also available from £16,600 with 
turbocharged 105PS (104bhp) 1.2TSI and 
160PS (158bhp) 1.4TSI engines.

Kent stars eager to grab their golden 
opportunity and shine at Olympics

MIXED FORTUNES FOR COUNTY’S OLYMPIANS DURING FIRST WEEK 


WEEK one may have got off to a 
slow start for Team GB before 
exploding into life on Wednesday, 
but Kent's Olympians were 
reflecting on a job well done as two 
emerged already clutching medals. 

On Tuesday, Canterbury rider 
William Fox-Pitt was the first to 
step on the podium after helping 
the three-day equestrian eventing 
team to silver. 

The 43-year-old, who already had 
a bronze and a silver from the 
previous two Olympics, was part of 
the five-strong British team who put 
in a fine display at Greenwich Park. 

Riding Lionheart, he rode in the 
final stage of the team pursuit and, 
along with Nicola Wilson, Mary King, 
Zara Phillips and Tina Cook, put in a 
performance worthy of second 
place, five points behind Germany. 

Wednesday morning saw a 
second medal 
Kent as 
Tom Ransley 
part of the men's 
rowing eight which 
came third at Eton 
Dorney. In a thrilling final 
Ransley and co led with just a 
quarter of the race to go, but 
strong finishes from 
Germany and Canada saw 
them get ahead of the 
British team. 

Bexleyheath's Jack 
Oliver may not have 
earned himself a medal in 


the weightlifting, but equalling the 
British record was more than 
consolation enough for the 21-year- 
old in the men's 77kg category. 

Oliver overcame an unexpected 
start to the morning - when he 
missed his morning alarm call-to 
put in a performance that had most 
of a 6,000-strong crowd at the 
ExCeL on their feet. 

After failing with his first attempt 
at 135kg in the snatch, he managed 
it second time around, and then 
went 5kg better with his next lift - 
just 2kg below his personal best 
and a further 3kg behind the British 
record. 

Windsurfer Bryony Shaw made 
a promising start to her campaign 
at Weymouth and Portland, with 
the final races in her event taking 
place over this weekend. 

Trampolinist Kat Driscoll was 
also hoping for success on 



In hockey, West Mailing's Ashley 
Jackson scored twice, but missed 
a late penalty as Team GB were 
held to a 2-2 draw by South Africa. 

Team GB opened up with a 4-1 win 
over Argentina, but the draw with the 
Proteas leaves them needing positive 
results against Australia on Sunday 
and Spain on Tuesday to make sure 
of progression. 

In the women's competition, 
there was disappointment for 
Canterbury's Jen Wilson as her 
South Africa side were thrashed 7-1 
in their opening game by Argentina. 

In the pool, there was heartbreak 
for Bromley’s Ellen Gandy as she 
failed to reach the 200m butterfly 
semi-final. Gandy, the silver medallist 
at last year's World Championships, 
tailed off in the second 100m to 
finish fifth in her heat. 

Meanwhile, former Gillingham 
defender Ryan Bertrand has also 
been in London 2012 action, helping 
Team GB to reach the quarter- 
\ finals. 

The Chelsea man 
started the opening game 
against Senegal, and 
although he was left out 
of the 3-1 win over UAE 
at Wembley, he 
returned to the team to 
help them beat 
Uruguay 1-0 in Cardiff 
and set up a last-eight 
clash with South 
Korea.

NINE months ago Adam Gemili was 
dreaming of one day walking out to a 
packed stadium. 

It's just that he probably imagined 
that venue to be Stamford Bridge or 
Wembley, and the shirt he was pull¬ 
ing would be in the colours of a lead¬ 
ing Premiership football side. 

However, dreams have a funny way 
of becoming a reality - but not quite 
as you imagined. 

For 18-year-old Gemili, this week¬ 
end will see him resplendent in the 
red, white and blue of the Team GB 
kit, receiving the applause and admi¬ 
ration of a sell-out 80,000 crowd at 
London’s Olympic Stadium. Not to 
mention a global TV audience which 
is likely to have more digits than Dav¬ 
id Beckham’s bank account. 

He competes in the heats for the 
men’s 100m final on Saturday and, if 
all goes to plan, he will line alongside 
the likes of Usain Bolt on Sunday night 
for the showpiece event of the Games 
- the race to determine who is the fast¬ 
est man on Earth. 

The fact he only started to concen¬ 
trate on his sprinting at the beginning 
of this year, after previously pursuing 
a career in football, makes it all the 
more remarkable. 

The former Dartford Grammar 
School pupil had set a goal of compet¬ 
ing in the World Junior Champion¬ 
ships last month - and when he made 
the Olympic team he was still unsure 
as to whether he was making the leap 
to the world’s biggest sporting event 
too soon. 

Instead he opted for both, and got 
off to a flying start by taking the 100m 
junior title. His 10.05secs in winning 
his junior crown in Barcelona was 
hailed as “phenomenal” by Tyson 
Gay, the second-fastest man of all 
time, and he believes the 18-year-old 
will become the first teenager to break 
the 10-second barrier. 

Gemili himself admits the prospect 
of running against his hero Usain Bolt 
is something he would relish. 

“Competing against Bolt at the Ol¬ 
ympics would be a once in-a-lifetime 
experience,” he said. 

“Bolt has given me a few pearls of 
wisdom; he told me to prepare men¬ 
tally as well as physically. ” 

Gay, who will be hoping he can see 
off the challenge of Bolt and his fellow 
Jamaican Yohan Blake, believes that 
Gemili will be a big name in the sport 
in years to come - regardless of his 
performance in London. 

“I think he’s going to be around for 
a while,” he added. 

“I think he’s going to be one of the 
greatest sprinters of all time, watching 
that race. He did it at the big show and 
that’s where it counts. 

“The time he ran is great for his age. 
If he stays healthy he’s capable of 
9.99sec next year, then 9.92sec and 
then the 9.8s in a steady progression.” 


But there is far more to look forward 
to over the coming week than simply 
the mad dash which forms the 100m. 

After an electrifying first week of 
sporting endeavour, the athletics got 
under way on Friday and provides the 


chance to shine for some of Kent’s top 
Olympians. 

Maidstone’s Jack Green will be 
hoping for glory in the 400m hurdles 
- the heats and semi-finals of which 
take place this weekend. 


Green is currently ranked seventh 
in his main event, and while all the 
focus will be on his near-namesake 
and World Champion Dai Greene, the 
20-year-old is hoping he can spring a 
surprise. 


Green has top-level experience after 
reaching the semi-finals in last year’s 
World Championships, but he believes 
that was a “waste of time” and that 
has spurred him on this year. 

He trains alongside Greene under 
the tutelage of a man dubbed “the 
Alex Ferguson of athletics”, legendary 
coach Malcolm Arnold. 

Green said: “I’ve been behind Dai so 
far this season, but hopefully, come 
the Olympics, I’ll be able to run times 
where he’ll have to think about me as 
a competitor and not just a training 
partner,” said Green. 

“I’m going in ranked seventh in the 
world and was only 0.1 secs off Angelo 
Taylor at Crystal Palace, and he’s a 
two-time Olympic champion, so I’m 
in a really good place.” 

Green is also in the 4x400m relay 
squad, having also set a previous best 
in the flat this year, aided by motiva¬ 
tional messages on his arms. 

He added: “I have a tendency not to 
focus too well -1 enjoy the whole expe¬ 
rience a bit too much instead of having 
tunnel vision - so that’s why I did it. 

“I just choose a few key words that I 
react to. I can kind of get carried away 
in a hurdles race and start turning 
over my legs a bit too quick, so I wrote 
‘long, strong’ on my arm. 

“Then on the 400m it was ‘chin 
down, flat back’ because when I get 
tired and lactic, I tend to throw my 
head back and then everything is go¬ 
ing backwards. 

“I spent an hour warming up before 
each race and the whole time I saw 
that on my arm, so they were sublimi¬ 
nal messages in a way and they obvi¬ 
ously worked. ” 

While the Games may be coming at 
just the right time for Green and Ge¬ 
mili, Lisa Dobriskey would be the first 
to admit her preparations have been 
far from ideal. 

After high hopes of a medal in Bei¬ 
jing four years ago, she was agonis¬ 
ingly close to securing a podium place, 
coming fourth. 

The Ashford star, who grew up on 
Romney Marsh, describes her road to 
London 2012 as a “bumpy ride” - it 
could be one of the great understate¬ 
ments. 

Earlier this year she was diagnosed 
with a pulmonary embolism on her 
lungs - blood clots which could have 
proved fatal if not treated. 

The 1500m women’s heats begin 
on Monday. She may be an ousider, 
but if she defies expectations, her quest 
for gold glory will reach a pinnacle 
next Friday in the final. 

She said: “In my head I told myself 
that I was going to the Olympics and 
focused on my training that would get 
me there. I didn’t waste any time or 
energy stressing on whether I would 
be there or not. 

“I really hope to make the final. I was 
fourth in Beijing so for me to go one 
better would be the ultimate goal.” 

The county is behind them - along 
with the rest of our Olympic stars.

The Gills did lose centre-back Connor Essam to 
injury late on, and although he may miss the 
game with the Addicks, Allen is not too con¬ 
cerned about his injury list - something which 
was a real problem for his predecessor Andy Hes- 
senthaler last season. 


“We have picked up a few knocks,” he added. 
“We knew it was going to be a competitive game 
but the lads have done really well. 

“Connor has got an ankle problem, so has 
Andy Frampton. Charlie Allen and Lewis Mon¬ 
trose have both got dead legs but they will be 
fine. 


“I would imagine both ankles, with a bit of 
strapping and some ice, will be fine too.” 

Allen, who has confirmed Carl Muggleton as 
his goalkeeping coach this week, has added an¬ 
other new face to his squad in MK Dons centre- 
back Tom Flanagan, and is hoping to bring in 
more players before the game with Charlton.
